This 
is the. unanimous conviction of * the over 
whelming mass of the British nation and of all 
their Allies upon both sides óf the ocean. 


LORD LANSDOWNE’S LETTER. 


The Parliamentary Correspondent of The 
Times writes:—Although there was never any 
doubt of the attitude of British opinion towards 
Lord Lansdowne's letter, there was a very de- 
cided hardening of tone yesterday against his 
intervention on the side of a peace by com- 
promise. Some sort of controversy there was 
boutmá to be, but those who had expected the 
marshalling of opinion into two great camps 
proved to be wholly in the wrong. There was 
no development in the course of the day which 
disclosed any division in the fundamental unity 
of the nation on the absolute necessity of dis- 
couraging talk of peace, until a peace based on 
victory is assured. The movement of opinion 
was almost entirely in the opposite direction to 
that pointed by Lord Lansdowne. Mr. Bonar 
Law dissociated the Government, and the 
National Union Confererice dissociated the 
Unionist Party from Lord Lansdowne's outlook 
on the war, with an emphasis, the meaning cf 
which could not be mistaken. On the other 
.side, there was nothing to show but the tepid 
approval of « few (by no means all) Liberal 
journals, and the appearance of a forvent 
disciple in Lord Backmaster, whose enthusiasm 
for the new cause can scarcely have been wel- 
come to Mr. Asquith and others of his old 
Ministerial colleagues, whose views on peace and 
war aims are on record. As many ridiculous 
conclusions have been based on a misunder- 
standing of Lord Lansdowne's present position 
in the Unionist. Party, it may be well to ex- 
plain exactly how the matter stands. For some 
years Lord Lansdowne and Mr. Bonar Law were 
joint lead of the Party. This continued 
until the break-up of the Coalition Government 
last year. Lord Latedowne then retired from 
Ministerial lile and abo frea the joint louter- 
ship of the Party. Since then Mir. Bonar Law 
has been the Leader of the Unionist Party, as 
well as Leader of the House of Commons. Lord 
Curzon is the Leader of the House of Lords.

I believe that there has grown up a 
considerable amount of dwcontent in Germany 
with the present system, but what is the bess 
of that discontent?

If you were to make to-lay, if it were 
conerivable, what would it mean kt would 
mean that the very men who, in my judgment,

WHAT GERMAN GENERALS SAY 

Gentlemen, let me repeat something to you 
I have quoted it before, because when Í read 
it it struck me as going to the very heart of 
the question which came to us in a telégram 
from one of our secret agents. It enya that 
the German Generals were saying” We have 
not the strength to beat the enemy, but war is 
a question of nerves, and our nerves will 
held out longer ‘than the Riuntente.” 
That is the esseace of the whole thing. We 
had a test of it in the Napoleonic wars. The 
hearta of our fathers did not fail, but you will 
remember that the Government waa on a very 
different basis in those days; the franchise was 
confined to a very few people. That is not 
the case today. We cannot go on with this 
war unless we have the backing of the people 
of this country behind.

EXACTING SITUATION TACKLED. 


The Morning Post Special Co ndent with 
the British Armies, telegraphing last night, says

RUSSO-GERMAN PARLEY. 

A Times’ war telegram from Petrograd, dated 
Thursday, says :— 

An answer has been received from the Ger- 
man Commander-in-Chief of the Russien front 
vespecting the conduct of peace negotiations 
launched by Lanin’s Commandér-in-Chief, 
Krilenks. The answer is as follows —l, The 
German Commander-in-Chief on the Eastern 
front is ready to enter into negotiations with 
the Russian Domnmandet-in-Chie ; 2, The Ger- 
man Commander-in-Chief is authorised by the 
German high Command to negotiate an 
armistice; 3, The Russian Commander-in-Chief 
must appoint a Committee, duly authorized m 
writing, and to send it to an Eastern 
‘Neadqnuanters; 4, The German Commander-in- 
Chief will likewise appoint « duly authoris 
Committee; 5, The German Commander-in-Chief 
inust be informed of day and hour appointed 
in sufficient time to make the nesessary arrange- 
ments to prepare a special train to the place 
where the Russian Committee propose, crossing 
the German lines; 6, The Germans wii arrange 
direct tele¢faph communication between t 
Committees, and the Russian High Command. 
(Signed), . Vow’ Hormeisrer, jeut.-General, 
Commanding a Division. 

An official bulletin states that Second Lieut. 
Selmeur, the members of the Fifth (Dvinsk) 


and Volunteer Meren, were empowered to open 
negotiations for an armistice, and advanced 
under the whité flag towards the German post- 
tions.

Many Russian soldiers 
still retain true fighting spirit, but with the 
breakdown of discipline and the removal of re- 
straint, the Army has lost cohesion, and has be- 
come a prey to agitation. So far, the Army as 
a whole, and the people as a whole, have not 
yielded to the Bolsheviks. A force of protest 
is gathering in the country that will soon begin 
to make iteelf felt. The unexpectedly heavy 
vote polled by the Cadets in Petrograd ia essen- 
tially a protest against the Leninite peace 
tacties. Having done all the harm they could, 
Lenin and Troteky now leave the continuation 
of their policy to groupe that entirely sym- 
pathise with their aime, but are more cautious 
in their methods, ' 


' TWO PEACE POLICIES. 


Paris correspondegt of the Deidly Meil, 
telegraphing last uight,*saye—The Temps to- 
night states that, in usually well info Rus- 
sian cirelés, the situation is regarded as fol- 
lowe—A Government f by a coalition of 
the various Socialist groups would represent a 
certain improvement on the Lenig-Trotsky 
regime, but peace would, nevertheless, form 
art of its programme, The principal difference 
mid the two aysteme is probably thia— 
while the Extremist dictators were ready to 
conclude a separate peace as soon as possible, 
the Socialiste and. other shades wish to remain 
united to the Allies, and would work for a 
general peace, even though that peace might be 
to the detriment of Russia. 

AMAZED AMERICANS. 

Lord Lansdowne's letter has created a tre- 
mendous newspaper sensation in the United 
States, says the New York correspondent of the 
Daily Maid. Of its effecta upon public opinion 
little can at present be said, but the worst is 
feared by all publicists and men of affairs 
whom 1 have consulted.

Mr. Peter Reilly, J.P., County Coun- 
cillor, presided. A communication from the 
Belfast Milk- Producers’ Association intimated 
that. milk could not be retailed im thai city at 
the prices proposed, and that the price of 
milk would have to be advanced to &d. per 
quart from the let of December. It wae 
deeided to send representatives to the National 
Dairymen’s Federation meeting in London on 
the 4th December to take into consideration 
the unreasonable prices for milk fixed by 
several leocat Food Contfol Committees 
throughout the country. 

The Chairman said thie meeting was called 
at the earliest ible moment since the in- 
tentions of the Food Controller in reference to 
the price of milk had been made known. Tho 
pesition of Dublin ucers Was at present 
unknown, because Order embodying the 
proposed prices had not yot been published ;

ing it on, but they had taken good care to 
leave themselves . These proposed 
prices were monstrous as far sa Dublin con:li- 
tions were concerned, and were an insult to 
their trade.

TOWARDS EUROPEAN UNITY, 
This boek reproduces a series of lectures 
which were given in London during the 
autumn of last year. Lectures in book 
form are often heavy reading. The repeti- 
tion that is necessary when the ear is the 
only gateway of knowledge becomes weari- 
some to the eye.

Professor Hearn- 
shaw has succeeded in telling a long and 
involved story without resorting to this 
means.

A pleasant humour also helps. In 
the introductory chapter, in which the 
author discusses the pregent position of 
history-teaching in these islands, he refers 
to “ the idea, “ya some years ago, of 
teaching history backwards,” and remarks 
that-the assumption that a child is more 
familiar with the present than with the 
elder world “is an amazing web omy of 
fact.” On the contrary, the child has “an 
uncanny familiarity with fairies , and 
genii, with wild men of the woods and 
companionable beasts, with primitive ways 
of life and the passions of primitive so- 
ciety. The policeman is a horrible 
and insoluble mystery.” Im another 
place, having told how Wilhelm II. early 
in his reign declared that he regarded 
himself as under the surveillance of his 
Royal ancestors, to whom some day he 
would havé to give an account of the 
glory and honour of the Prussian Army, 
the author brings before us the delightful 
picture of a “supplementary Day of 
Judgment devoted exclusively to Hohen- 
zollern military affairs.” 

The subject of this book is Europe dur- 
ing the last hundred years—not England, 
France, Germany, ete., during the same 

riod—and its great merit is due to the 
Fact that its author saw his subject steadily 
and saw it whole. He sees the “ Common- 
wealth of Europe” in the making during 
the second half of the nineteenth century, 
when “there seemed good hope” of its 
establishment. - But with the twentieth 
century he sees disruptive forces. begin- 
ning to make themselves felt, till, with the 
outbreak of (1914, they s¢em to have put 
the unity of Europe farther off than ever. 
“The unpardonable sin of Germany,” says 
Professor Hearnshaw, “was that, in her 
selfish lust for world-<dominion, she 
withdrew from the society of her equals, 
plotted against them, rejected conferences 
and arbitration, violated international 
‘guarantees, repudiated the jus gentium, 
and.so undid at a blow the work of a 
dozen generations of devoted seekers after 
the ideal of a ‘ Parliament of Man, a Fede- 
ration of the World.’ ” 

In 1815 an attempt to bring about Euro- 
pean unity was made. It had one main 
defect—it was made neither for the people 
chiefly concerned nor by them. It was an 
alliance of three despots and one oligarchy 
—the rofers of Russia, Prussia, Austria, 
and Britain. One of these rulers had at 
least good. intentions, but the Tsar's 
“Holy Alliance” was net practical poll- 
tics, and ‘wag inoperative from the day 
of its inception to the day of Alexanders 
death (1825), when it faded into oblivion.” 
The real work of these rulers was the sup- 

reasion of all movements suspected of 

ing inspired by the revolutionary doc- 
trines of 1789. “The Alliance did its work 
only too well. . The history of Europe 
from 1815 to 1830 (and, outside Franee 
and England, till a much later date) is 
melancholy reading. Professor Hearn- 
shaw's account makes it possible te under- 
stand the source of the bitter sarcasms 
of Heine and his apparent inconsistency 
in professing devotion both to liberty and 
to Napoleon. There may have been in 
Heine, the Jew, something of the Oriental 
readiness to submit to the successful con- 
querer, but that supposition does not ex- 

lain much in his attitude to Napoleon. 
ie was the greatest destroyer of prt- 
vilege, the thing ae which, in so mney 
of its forms, the Jew had for-centuries suf- 
fered. The Bourbons came back, aiid all 
the fair hopes of liberty that even Napo- 
leon's ambitions had not quenched seemed 
about to be for ever destroyed.
